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PREPARATION  FOR  YEARLY  MEETING 


Soon  Friends  will  be  gathering  in  Pasadena  for 
the  Yearly  Meeting  sessions,  August  ii  to  14.  A 
suggested  agenda  for  those  meetings  is  in  this  issue 
of  the  Friends  Bulletin  and  a form  for  indi- 
cating hospitality  needs  for  those  who  will  be 
coming.  Please,  give  these  careful  and  prompt 
attention. 

But  the  deeper  and  less  tangible  reasons  for  our 
gathering  together  are  the  subject  of  a survey  made 
of  individuals  in  almost  every  member  meeting.  We 
have  asked  simply  "Won’t  you  share  with  the  Yearly 
Meeting  what  you  personally  would  like  to  have 
happen  at  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  this  summer,  and, 
second,  what  you  think  would  be  most  important 
to  your  meeting?”  Answers  were  longer  than  space 
here  permits  quoting  in  full  and  we  have  tried  to 
keep  repetition  to  a minimum,  but  the  spirit  of 
anticipation  and  concern  marks  every  response. 

Ben  Darling  (11724  Exeter  Avenue,  N.E.,  Seat- 
tle, 55)  Clerk  of  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

"One  of  my  chief  concerns  for  the  business  sessions  is 
that  details  may  not  be  allowed  to  so  clog  up  the  delibera- 
tions that  proper  time  may  not  be  given  to  important 
matters  . . . Worship  periods  were  mostly  unhurried  last 
year,  but  there  were  times  when  the  clerks  felt  the 
pressure  of  time  and  doubtless  these  Meetings  were 
fractured  to  some  extent  ...  If  worship  is  to  be  creative 
and  productive  of  concerns  then  these  periods  of  medita- 
tion must  be  allowed  to  linger  until  complete;  otherwise 
worship  becomes  a form. 

"For  this  reason  we  must  delegate  to  committees  the 
care  for  many  details  so  that  a matter  of  business  may  be 
presented  briefly  and  clearly  for  consideration  by  the 
larger  body  . . . Are  we  aware  that  one  of  our  Meetings 
lies  within  Communist  territory  now?  What  are  our 
obligations  and  opportunities  there?  Just  received  a letter 
from  J.  Usang  Ly,  clerk  of  Shanghai  Meeting  in  which 
he  infers  that  there  are  problems  there.” 

Peggy  Church  (Box  63,  Ranchos  de  Taos, 
N.M.)  Sante  Fe  Meeting: 

"What  I would  like  most  of  all  to  happen  is  to  be 
there!  I would  like  to  know  how  other  individuals  in 
other  meetings  are  reacting  to  the  challenge  of  living 
in  a changing  world.  I have  a feeling  that  too  many 
of  us  are  too  strenuously  trying  to  force  changes  upon 
the  world  to  save  ourselves  the  pain  of  adjustment;  too 
busy  frantically  pulling  up  tares  to  notice  the  miracle  of 
growth;  too  conscious  of  the  logs  in  our  brothers'  eyes 
to  deal  thoughtfully  with  our  own  blindnesses  ...  I 
would  like  to  hear  more  from  those  who  are  working  at 
the  simplification  of  their  own  lives  . . . Most  of  all  I 
look  forward  to  the  chance  of  knowing  one  another.”

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BRITISH  COLUMBIA  COMMUNTY 

Bill  Stafford,  of  the  English  Department  of  Lewis 
and  Clark  College,  Portland,  Oregon,  is  familiar  with 
many  of  the  new  fellowship  groups  in  the  northwest  and 
writes  the  following  account  of  a recent  development: 

"Fred  and  Phyllis  Brown  (565  N.  5th,  Rich- 
mond, Calif.)  pulled  into  Stafford  hostel  and  an- 
nounced that  they  were  on  an  exploring  trip  to  the 
wilds  of  British  Columbia.  Leaving  some  excess 
baggage  from  their  overburdened  Chevrolet  they  set 
forth  the  next  morning.  On  their  return  they  re- 
ported that  everything  is  set  for  them  and  cohorts  to 
go  north  to  settle  next  spring.  They  have  concluded 
a deal  for  some  500  acres  of  untouched  timber-and- 
pasture  land  just  north  of  Smithers,  B.C.,  in  the 
Bulkley  Valley,  some  700  miles  north  of  the  border. 
Their  site  controls  a vast  area  of  "Crown  land 
(land  open  for  settlement,  or  for  purchase  at  $i 
per  acre)  and  the  land  back  of  them  includes  a lake 
crowded  with  ferocious  fish. 

"They  are  two  miles  from  a railroad  and  the 
same  distance  from  a road.  They  hiked  in  and 
scouted  the  place  for  two  or  three  weeks  then  char- 
tered a plane  from  down  near  Prince  Rupert  and 
flew  over  the  area.  (Cost  them  $50  for  an  hour  and 
a half.)  Their  plot  includes  much  timber  and  also 
200  acres  of  open  pasture.  They’ll  have  90  days  a 
year  frost  free.  Precipitation  amounts  to  about  30 
inches  a year,  as  I recall.  They  are  near  enough  to 
the  coast  that  the  winters  are  milder  than  in  our 
mountain  states  of  Wyoming,  etc.  The  railroad  and 
the  highway  are  open  all  winter. 

"We  all  had  a hilarious  time  talking  about  the 
project.  The  Browns  are  vigorous  and  ambitious, 
fast-talking  and  easy  to  talk  to,  serious  in  intent 
but  with  a toujour  gai  spirit.  We  planned  a hun- 
dred projects  around  the  B.C.  area,  calculated  vaca- 
tion-log-rolling trips  up  ($30  by  boat  from  Van- 
couver to  Prince  Rupert — a two-day  boat  trip,  leav- 
ing you  just  200  miles  from  the  Brown  rancho; 
costs  you  about  $20  to  ship  your  car  along  with  you. 
The  Browns  drove  all  the  way,  but  we  just  specu- 
lated about  going  by  boat. ) Gasoline  not  much 
more  expensive  than  here. 

"Well,  anyway  there’s  our  report  on  the  northern- 
most Kingdom  project  we  know  about.  If  you  all 
stampede  up,  stop  by  the  Stafford  hostel  at  its  new 
location,  0229  S.W.  Palatine  Hill  Rd.,  Portland  i.’’ 


MAINLY  ABOUT  PEOPLE 

Ethel  and  David  Dunham  (308  E.  77th,  Seattle  5, 
Washington)  write  that  "Chuck  and  Helen  Ludwig  with 
their  two  babies  are  moving  to  Waldron  Island  (one  of  the 
San  Juan  Islands)  next  month.  There  are  several  con- 
genial families  there,  about  35  people  on  the  island  in  all. 
There  is  airplane  service,  but  no  electricity:  . . . We 
haven’t  been  over  yet,  but  the  reports  are  glowing.  Their 
land  will  have  a north  beach  and  a south  beach,  woods 
and  old  farmhouse,  etc.  . . The  David  Dunhams  are  in- 
volved in  remodeling  their  old  house.

Folk  dancing  (I  am  learning  to  lead  and  call  and  am 
State  Federation  corresponding  secretary).  In  August  I’ll 


be  helping  with  a Camp  Fire  Girls  Day  Camp  ...  I ex- 
pect to  be  a full  fledged  carpenter,  mason,  electrician  and 
plumber  by  the  time  our  house  remodeling  is  finished 
and  next  fall  hope  to  attend  some  University  classes  as 
both  children  will  be  in  Play  Group.”  (These  are  Stef- 
anie,  3 yrs.,  and  Whitman  2,  who  "is  becoming  a boy 
from  a baby”.)

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REPORT  FROM  MEXICO 


Francisco  Lichtenberg,  (Tonala  278,  Dept.  3,  Mexico, 
D.F.)  replied  at  some  length  to  the  inquiry  which  was  sent 
to  all  Meetings  concerning  plans  for  Yearly  Meeting.  These 
seemed  so  important  and  pertinent  and  so  provocative  in 
their  question  form  that  we  are  quoting  at  length: 

"...  I woulci  like  to  contribute  some  of  the  mat- 
ter which  our  Meeting  has  been  thinking  about 
during  this  year. 

I. 

"Is  the  Society  of  Friends  contributing  in  a signif- 
icant degree  of  religious  thought  and  search  in 
our  days?  Have  we  been  able  to  reinterpret  and 
to  relive  the  perennial  philosophy  within  modern 
society?  Is  there  anything  in  our  beliefs  and  our 
practice  we  consider  of  truly  universal  value  and, 
if  so,  how  do  we  go  about  spreading  this  message? 
Have  we  been  open-minded  about  our  contacts  and 
membership  as  regards  all  races,  educational  and 
social  backgrounds  ? 

II. 

"Is  it  possible  to  bridge  the  cleft  between  reli- 
gious ideals  and  everyday  living?  Are  we  excluding 
our  convictions  from  certain  areas  of  life  where  they 
are  difficult  to  apply,  such  as  professional  or  business 
relations,  economic  activities,  money,  savings,  securi- 
ties, certain  laws  and  taxes,  matters  of  belongings 
and  dealings,  or  perhaps  long  established  social 
conventions?  It  is  important  to  remember  that  such 
problems  cannot  be  solved  by  refusals  and  negative 
attitudes,  but  each  one  has  to  be  solved  in  a con- 
structive and  patient  manner. 

III. 

"Have  we  been  able  to  interpret  our  peace  testi- 
mony in  a manner  adequate  to  the  modern  world  ? 
There  are  many  questions  in  relation  with  this  mat- 
ter. Does  our  program  for  peace  offer  anything  to 
people  suffering  from  poverty,  oppression,  under- 
nourishment, minority  status,  lack  of  education  ? Is 
the  Society  of  Friends  expressing  the  concerns  of 
that  larger  part  of  humanity  which  we  call  the 
underprivileged,  whom  we  also  know  by  the  names 
Christ  applied  to  them  in  the  discourse  of  the 
mountain  ? Or  are  we  identifying  ourselves  with  the 
already  rich,  the  already  cultured,  or  even  the  con- 
servative sectors  of  society?  Have  we  any  solution 
for  those  economical  problems  on  whose  resolution 
so  much  depends  in  our  days,  and  have  we  an 
answer  to  the  burning  question  of  communism 
versus  capitalism?  How  much  of  our  work  is  to  be 
described  as  "charity”  and  how  much  of  it  is  what 
the  first  Christians  understood  by  that  word?  Have 
we  found  an  answer  which  can  be  applied  to  dif- 
ferent economic  systems  and  is  equally  valid  for 
them?  Is  bowing  down  to  people  the  same  thing 
as  lifting  them  up?  Can  we  truly  help  to  resolve 
such  problems  without  knowing  enough  about  the 
necessities  and  the  anxieties  of  people — without 
sharing  their  situation  and  living  among  them  as 
Christ  usually  did  ? 

IV. 

"Is  it  possible  to  express  our  religious  convictions 
in  public  life  and  in  politics — not  in  the  traditional 
sense  of  partizanship — but  rather,  in  the  way  in 


which  Christ,  Gandhi  and  many  others  have  ex- 
pressed them  in  the  past.  Are  we  held  back  by  fear 
from  being  soiled  or  by  the  inadequacy  of  our  own 
way  of  living?  Is  it  possible  to  overcome  these 
fears  and  to  become  truly  an  inspired  person  like 
the  first  Christians  or  like  some  of  the  early  Quak- 
ers ?” 

There  follows  in  Francisco  Lichtenberg’s  letter  a num- 
ber of  particular  concerns  of  Mexico  City  Meeting  which 
he  hopes  may  have  the  attention  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

"Other  points  we  would  like  to  have  discussed 
include  the  travel  pool  . . . we  do  hope  that  this 
may  become  a reality!  Educational  Activities:  the 
value  of  retreats  and  similar  institutions  for  adults, 
possibly  a form  of  community  living  for  a short 
time  involving  work  and  meditation  on  the  same 
lines  but  a smaller  scale  than  Pendle  Hill. 

"Non-partizan  discussion  groups:  small  groups 
interested  in  original  thought  on  religious  and 
social  themes,  including  the  problems  of  peace. 
What  is  the  value  of  such  groups  and  how  are  they 
organized?  As  our  group  sees  it  the  problem  of 
peace  is  primarily  the  problem  of  effecting  neces- 
sary changes  by  peaceful  methods.  We  would  like 
to  experiment  with  this  thought  by  setting  up  a 
community  center  in  one  of  the  smaller  Mexican 
villages.  The  primary  object  of  this  center  would 
be  to  help  people  to  find  out  about  their  own  needs 
and  help  them  to  find  a way  to  fulfill  these  needs 
in  a peaceful,  friendly  manner  ...  in  places  where 
there  is  not  actually  an  emergency  situation,  but 
rather  a 'normal’  one. 

"Finally,  our  group  has  asked  itself  whether  wc 
are  not  laying  too  much  weight  on  the  point  of 
pacifism  in  our  friends  and  collaborators.  We  feel 
that  the  Meeting  should  be  uncompromisingly  paci- 
fist, but  that  many  of  our  committee  activities  are  of 
a nature  which  does  not  suppose  pacifist  convictions. 
We  believe  that  many  people  may  change  their 
mind  about  the  issue  of  violence  if  they  are  given 
an  opportunity  to  experience  good  will  in  them- 
selves and  in  others  through  voluntary  activity. 
Are  we  perhaps  depriving  our  friends  of  such  an 
■opportunity  by  insisting  on  their  repudiating  war 
and  war  preparation?”

This  is  read  at  the 
Monthly  Meeting  where  a Committee  is  appointed  to 
visit  and  discuss  the  Associate  Membership  with  the  per- 
son applying.  It  was  decided  that  Associate  Members 
should  take  responsibility  in  the  Meeting  and  feel  free 
to  take  part  in  business  meetings.  It  was  felt  that  the 
Associate  Membership  might  be  especially  convenient  to 
people  in  this  area  temporarily  and  those  with  affiliations 
elsewhere  which  they  did  not  wish  to  break.  This  mem- 
bership is  with  this  Meeting  only  and  does  not  become  a 
member  to  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.”

TRACY  MEETING 

On  July  3rd,  1949,  Tracy  Meeting  approved  the  follow- 
ing minute:  "Tracy  Friends  Meeting  has  always  held  that 
the  law  of  God  is  above  the  law  of  man.  In  addition  we 
counsel  others  to  search  for  God’s  law  and  obey  it. 

"On  May  6th  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  Judge  Frank  L.  Kloeb 
sentenced  Larry  Gara  to  eighteen  months’  imprisonment 
for  supporting  Charles  Rickert  when  Rickert  refused  on 


grounds  of  conscience  to  register  under  the  Selective  Ser- 
vice Act  of  1948. 

"Judge  Kloeb  said  that  . . one  is  criminally  responsible 
who  does  an  act  which  is  prohibited  by  a valid  criminal 
statute,  though  the  one  who  does  this  act  may  do  it 
under  a deep  and  sincere  religious  belief  that  the  doing 
of  the  act  was  not  only  his  right  but  his  duty.’ 

"This  statement,  it  seems  to  us,  clearly  interprets  the 
Selective  Service  Act  as  providing  for  the  punishment  of 
individuals  who  follow  God’s  leading  when  it  conflicts 
with  man’s  law.  By  putting  God’s  law  first  and  acting 
upon  it,  and  by  supporting  Rickert  in  the  same  action,  it 
is  clear  to  us  that  Larry  Gara  has  violated  the  Selective 
Service  Act. 

"All  members  of  this  Meeting  support  Larry  Gara,  and 
whenever  there  is  a conflict  between  God’s  law  and  man’s 
we  also  would  urge  all  men  to  act  upon  the  law  of  God.”

Beatrice  Shipley,  (4608  Kingswell,  Los  Angeles 
27,  Calif.)  Secretary  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  a 
member  of  Friends  House  Meeting  in  Los  Angeles: 

"I  hope  that,  among  other  things,  Y^early  Meeting  will 
enable  us  to  get  a clearer  picture  of  our  own  lives  during 
the  past  year  and  today.  Let  us  examine  with  the  per- 
spective that  association  with  others  at  Yearly  Meeting 
can  give,  the  sources  from  which  we  have  been  living. 
Is  not  'the  state  of  the  Society'  actually  the  state  of  the 
Society’s  individual  members,  and  do  we  not  need  a clear 
and  fearless  realization  of  our  states  individually  if  we 
are  to  consider  concerns  and  business  objectively  and 
find  our  right  relation  to  them? 

"Can  we  pause  from  busy-ness  long  enough  to  become 
conscious  of  the  hidden  and  long  ignored  inner  urges 
that  have  actually  determined  our  activity  and  its  effect 
on  the  world?  Will  our  worship  put  us  in  touch  with 
inner  forces  we  have  not  felt  and  to  which  we  need  to 
yield  ourselves  more  fully?’’ 

Ferner  Nuhn  (605  E.  4th  St.,  Tucson,  Arizona) 
clerk  of  Tucson  Meeting: 

"We  read  in  'Revelations’  of  the  faithful  gathering 
on  a hillside  and  putting  on  white  robes,  while  waiting 
for  the  second  coming  of  Jesus.  As  Friends  prepare  for 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  I imagine  that  such  white  robes 
as  are  brought  along  will  be  for  night  wear  only.  I be- 
lieve there  is  a place,  however,  for  inner  purification,  as 
we  gather  together.  The  times  look  sensational  enough 
to  satisfy  many  of  the  imaginings  of  the  author  of 
Revelations.  The  world  is  very  jumpy  indeed.  Friends 
make  an  extraordinary  claim  ...  I should  like  to  see 
us  try  to  improve  our  equipment,  so  to  speak — to  be  better 
instruments  ourselves  of  that  which  we  claim  to  have  for 
others. 

"I  cannot  speak  for  all  members  of  Tucson  Meeting. 
I think  . . . they  would  like  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  Friends  of  other  Meetings  in  this  far-flung  associa- 
tion. They  would  like  to  feel  assurance  ...  of  the  in- 
tention of  this  new  Yearly  Meeting  to  carry  on  in  its 
own  sphere  the  deepest  testimonies  of  Friends  of  various 
historical  backgrounds.” 

Robert  Dann  (725  N.  29th,  Corvallis,  Oregon) 
former  clerk  of  Yearly  Meeting,  Williamette  Valley 
Monthly  Meeting: 

".  . . We  should  come  prepared  to  participate  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  occasion.  This  fellowship  will  be  found 
in  the  meetings  of  all  sorts  and  in  the  in-between  periods 
...  It  seems  to  me  we  should  refrain  from  coming  to 
Y.M.  with  elaborate  plans  made  and  procedures  developed 
by  which  we  hope  to  get  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  do 
something  we  wish  done  ...  I expect  there  should  be 
some  action  on  the  Discipline  or  parts  of  such;  let  Y.M. 
define  kinds  of  membership,  degree  of  authority  Monthly 
Meetings  have,  etc.” 

Martha  Vallance  (Box  1651,  R.M.D.  3,  Glen- 
ford  Ave.,  Victoria,  B.C.)  Victoria  Meeting: 

"I  feel  we  need  a deepening  corporate  sense  of  the 
guidance  of  the  Inner  Light  and  a whole-hearted  dedica- 
tion to  following  it.  This  to  be  realized  before  any  con- 
cerns are  considered.  I felt  last  year  that  the  beautiful 
periods  for  worship  which  preceded  all  meetings  were 
a tremendous  help.  They  were  unhurried  and  deeply  re- 
freshing. Can  this  be  extended  so  that  Y.M.  takes  on 
somewhat  the  nature  of  a retreat? 

"What  does  "Victoria  Meeting  need  most  from  these 
sessions?  I think  a sense  of  being  linked  with  a larger 
body  of  devoted,  dedicated  souls,  who  truly  seek  first 
the  Kingdom  of  God  in  their  personal  lives  and  in  the 
world  in  general.  We  are  a very  small  group.” 


Frances  Dieterich  (1358  Mariposa  St.,  San 
Jose,  Calif.)  reports  the  San  Jose  Meeting’s  con- 
clusions: 

'T.  A clarification  of  funds  for  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

"2.  Clarification  of  funds  for  the  Bulletin  and  the 
Schools. 

"3.  If  Yearly  Meeting  does  not  support  the  schools, 
what  is  the  purpose  of  the  Education  Committee? 

"4.  How  ministry  and  counsel  service  functions  in 
meetings. 

"5.  Discuss  the  50  acres  of  property  in  the  Santa  Cruz 
Mountains  as  a central  meeting  place  for  yearly  meetings. 
(This  property  has  recently  been  offered  to  the  AFSC  if 
they  can  use  it  for  some  worthwhile  purpose.)’’ 

Joe  Conard  (1810  Bonita  Ave.,  Berkeley,  Calif.) 
of  the  Berkeley  Meeting: 

"For  me  . . . the  most  valuable  part  of  Yearly  Meet- 
ing is  the  small  intimate  visiting  which  is  sometimes 
possible  with  old  Friends  or  others  with  ideas  and  con- 
cerns. Increasingly  I grow  convinced  that  my  most  valu- 
able experiences  are  not  in  large  meetings.  'This  is  espe- 
cially true  of  business  meetings.  Now  what  I should  like 
to  suggest  ...  is  a pretty  radical  departure  from  all  that 
we  tend  to  take  for  granted.  Suppose  we  planned  only 
two  general  meetings  besides  the  Meetings  for  worship. 
At  other  times  when  meetings  would  normally  be  sched- 
uled there  might  be  plans  for  several  groups  discussing 
issues  about  which  Friends  felt  concerns.  It  would  be 
assumed  that  during  these  times  one  might  join  such  a 
group,  or  might  walk  off  with  a friend  to  enjoy  the 
beauty  of  the  birds  and  bees  along  Colorado  Ave.,  or  in 
even  more  open  country ! . . My  point  is  that  we  would 
thus  recognize  the  value  of  this  kind  of  fellowship  not 
only  as  an  important  by-product,  but  as  the  heart  of  the 
Meeting.  The  planned  discussions  would  give  opportunity 
for  those  not  knowing  others  and  for  those  wishing  to 
direct  thought  together  on  some  subject  of  concern  . . . 
Topics  for  such  group  meetings  might  grow  out  of  con- 
cerns expressed  in  the  initial  general  meetings. 

"I  should  like  to  see  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum 
not  only  the  business,  but  even  the  "spiritual  routine’’  if 
you  will  pardon  the  term:  such  weighty  matters  as  the 
wording  of  the  Epistle,  etc. 

"There  is  another  concern  which  I find  I share  with 
some  of  the  young  members  of  our  Meeting  . . . insti- 
tutionalism and  over-centralization.  The  following  is  only 
used  for  illustrative  purposes  because  it  has  caused  some 
differences  here,  but  the  principle  of  the  thing  is  the 
idea  I want  considered.  We  were  told  at  Meeting  in 
Berkeley  that  it  was  agreed  in  Seattle  all  the  Meetings 
should  contribute  a stated  amount  per  member.  Now 
this  is  just  the  sort  of  procedure  that  I thought  our 
Yearly  Meeting  was  attempting  to  avoid.  If  parliamentary 
procedures  are  needed,  then  we  could  elect  a representa- 
tive to  a Yearly  Meeting  and  we  could  be  prepared  to 
accept  commitments  made  in  our  name  whether  or  not 
we  agree  with  them.  But  the  'sense  of  the  Meeting’  can 
hardly  be  reached  in  this  way,  and  I for  one  believe  that 
our  representatives  should  bring  back  ideas  from  Yearly 
Meeting  on  which  we  would  ponder  and  reach  a sense 
of  the  Meeting.  Thus  the  Monthly  Meeting  would  re- 
main the  essential  unit  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  Excep- 
tions to  this  principle  may  sometimes  be  necessary,  but  I 
believe  they  should  be  few  and  far  between.’’ 

Bob  Boyd,  (Box  29,  Tracy,  Calif.)  Tracy  Meet- 
ing: 

"I  should  like  to  see  the  schedule  set  up  so  that  cell 
groups  or  individual  worship  can  easily  be  arranged  . . . 
The  move  to  avoid  as  much  detail  as  possible  by  arrang- 
ing a representative  meeting  before  yearly  meeting  is 
surely  desirable  in  my  opinion  ...  Is  it  possible  to  ar- 
range kitchen  facilities  convenient  to  the  meeting  place 
so  that  families  who  desire  could  work  together  on  low 
cost  meals  throughout  the  session?  I should  like  to  par-
